T h is is a plain and practical document 


but too long for our columns.

the following synopsis of the most impor­ 


tant information which it furnishes. 
T h e Navy consists of six ships of the 


line, one razee, fourteen frigates, tw en­ 


ty-one sloops of war, sixteen brigs and
